The measurement of n on ’e force pre­ 
sen ts one of the most mysterious and 
perplexing problems In medicine.

From the top of this apparatus 
depends a single un tw isted thread of 
co tto n about four inches long.

tra d e and heretofore they hav e carried 
on the trailic in the light of day. 
It lias nev er been anybody’s business 
to w atch them.

sov ereignty sat 
lightly in the sea of the Dyaks. 
A 
m onth ago when a legislativ e committee 
went from Manila to inv estigate the 
Question it found a hundred boats load­ 
ing contraband on the Borneo coast and 
It stumbled ujwm a party <>f ninety < hi- 
neso who wore coming to the Philip­ 
pin es by the underground. 
Suppression of the use of opium In 
th e Philippines has made the drug the 
gre at prize of smuggling.

•cross the Suiu sea. And there is money 
In other articles, as witness the inno

M edical college and prin ted in the cur­ 
re n t bulletin of labor, that dust is one 
of th e greatest enemies with which peo­ 
ple of the w orld hav e to contend. 
Al­ 
m ost ev ery occupation inv olv es its own 
peculia r kind of dust a nd the breatil­ 


ing of it into the lungs nnd respiratory 
passages produces disease. 
Aside from tlie well-known effects 
of v itiated air, the particles of dust 
which iiy in the v arious m an ufactures 
do the greatest damage. 
In N ortham p­ 
ton, in this State, says the 
Boston 
Tran script, return s for 
twelv e years 
show th at among grinders, polishers 
an d cutlers diseases of the lungs were 
responsible for 72 per cent of the mor­ 
tality of which 54 i>cr cent was tuber­ 
culosis. Needle polishing in Germany is 
so bad th a t one inv estigator found only 
one person in eight of those pursuing 
the calling to be ov er 40 years of age. 
T he Quincy ston ecutters are shown to 
be susceptible tc consumption. 
Sev enty-two per cent of the deaths 
among the metal grinders of Solingen 
are due to consumption, as compared 
with 33.5 per cent among the general 
population. 
W orkers in mica dust and 
bronzing powders used in tho m anufac­ 
tu re of w’all papers, fancy 
souv enir 
cards, moldings, fram es, etc., are found 
predisposed to diseases of the respira­ 
tory passages an d the bronze powder In 
addition is likely to produce headache 
an d diseases of the digestion. 
Persons engaged in glass cuttin g not 
only suffer from Inhalation of a sharp- 
an d irritatin g dust, but also from lead 
poisoning from the use of putty powder. 
Gem finishers also hav e a high con­ 
sumption and sick rate. The emery and 
corundum in dustry m ust 
be classed 
w ith the trades intrinsically dangerous 
to health, on account of the peculiarly 
irritatin g character of the dust. 
Coal minors, charcoal men, firemen, 
chimney sweeps, etc., who are exposed 
to the con stan t in halation of coal dust 
and soot, suffer badly from catarrh, but 
not especially from consumption. 
This 
should lie gratifyin g inform ation to a 
much wider circle than the followers 
of these callings, since in the smoke- 
ridden modern cities the condition of 
nearly ev erybody approxim ates th at of 
the coal miner.

were m any of them simply grown chil­ 
dren, an d it was necessary to persuade 
them to take proper care of themselv es 
or induce them to do the things which 
were beneficial to them. 
The new 
French line 
ship 
Chicago, intended 
chiefly for second-class an d 
steerage 
passengers, was almost an ideal craft 
of its kind. 
Mr. Behar will report to 
the league th at all steerages should be 
prov ided with plenty of baths, th a t the 
ship’s officers should encourage bathing 
and hav e each ship prov ided with li­ 
braries for immigrants, w ith books in 
sev eral languages, most of the books to 
relate to America nnd its history, gov ­ 
ernment, and physical conditions, with 
pictures and maps.

“Thousands of deaths from ty­ 
phoid fev er,” it adds, “ev ery year are 
due to the house fly.

tain th at if the real [» eril to human life 
from the activ ities of tiie house fly

' wrhen medical science shall triu m p h 
: over the g re a t scourge. 
W hen Secre- 
j tary of the T re a su ry Cortelyou, as the 
personal re p re se n ta tiv e of tin1 presi­ 
dent of the U nited States, officially de­ 
clared the congress open, there were 
grouped on the platform such d istin ­ 
guished men as Dr. Robert Koch, the 
discoverer of the tubercle bacilli; Dr. 
A. Cal melt e of P aris; Prof. B ernard 
Bang of D enm ark; Dr. A rthur New’s- 
hole of London; Dr. G. Sims W oodhead 
of Cambridge, E n g la n d ; Dr. Clem ens 
Von Pierquet, Dr. R. W. Philip of E d in ­ 
burgh, founder of the first tuberculo­ 
sis dispensary; Prof. L. Landouzy, Dr. 
N. Tendelloo of Leyden; Dr. Simon 
Von F nterb erg er, honorary physician 
to his m a je sty ’s court of St. P e te rs­ 
burg; Dr. Cam ilo Callaja of Madrid, 
and m any oth ers. 
Among the m e m ­ 
bers of the diplom atic corps present 
was Wit Ting Fang, the Chinese m in ­ 
ister, 
W hen Dr. Koch arose to respond in 
behalf 
of 
the 
Germ an 
governm ent 
there was a rem ark able dem onstra 
lion in his honor, m en and women w av­ 
ing h ats and handkerchiefs for nearly 
five minutes. 
T he official welcome on behalf of the 
I ini ted States governm ent was ex ten d­ 
ed by S ecretary Cortelyou. 
Then fob I 
lowed the responses of the official rep- I 
resentatives of th irty foreign coun­ 
tries. 
When his nam e was called, Dr. I 
Koch declared that the German ta k e s j 
a particular in te re st in all that tends I 
tow ard the solution of the tuberculo­ 
sis problem, and th a t his governm ent 
would watch w ith the keenest interest 
the deliberations of this congress. The 
tuberculosis situation in Germany, he 
said, has become distinctly favorable 
during the past 
three decades, the 
m ortality from tuberculosis iii Prussia 
having been reduced practically one- 
half.
